TRE REBELLION OVER. 


inoldents of the Fight. 
Batrterorp, N., W. T., May 30.— 


| ‘Gen. Stranfe’s Edmonton column had 


a brush yesterday with Big Bear's 
braves. about 13 miles from Fort Pitt. 
After a three hours’ skirmish the troops 
retired to Pitt to await reinforcements 
from Gen. Middleton. Three volun- 
teers were wounded, 


Winnirza, June 1.—A despatch 
from Battleford this afternoon states 
that Gen. Middleton started to the relief 
of Gen. Strange this morning. The 
contingent left in steamers Alberta, Mar- 
quis and Northwest and comprised Mid- 
land battalion 100 men, 90th, 275, 
Grenadiers 250 and part of A and B 
batteries and two Gatlings, 60 men. 

Boulton’s scouts, 60; Dennis’ survey- 
ors corps,50; Brittlebank’s (late French's) 
scouts and 50 mounted police also start- 
ed this mornimg, but went by the south 
trail. 

The force is expected to land this 
side of the Indian position-to-night and 
with Gen, Strango’s column on the 
other side surround the enemy. 

The fight expected on Tuesday.

Wiwnirea, May 27.—In answer to 
Poundmaker’srequest for terms of peace 
Gen. Middleton wrote : 

PounpMakER :—I have utterly defeat- 
ed the half-breeds and Indians, and have 
nade prisoners ef Riel and most of his 
council, I have made.no terms with 
them, neither will I make terms with 
you. Ihave men enough to whip you 
end your people, or at least drive you 
away to starve, and will do so, unless 
you bring in the teams you took, your- 
self and your councillors to meet me 
with your arms at Battleford on ‘Tuesday, 
the 26th. Iam glad to hear you treat- 
ed the prisoners well and havo released 
them.

The response to this was the arrival 
of 150 halfbreeds, who gave up nine 
rifles and 20 shotguns. Then came 
Poundmaker with thirty of his coun:il 
aud sub-chiefs with the captured wagon 
train, 200 stand of arms and eome cattle 
that had been stolen, Poundmaker put 
the blame Of the rising on Riel, and 
said he surrendered that he might be 
killed and his people saved. General 
Middleton demanded the murderers of 
Payne and Fremont to be given up. A 


young brave sprang forward ond knelt 


at the genoral’s fuet ‘saying “Let the 

t chief cut mein pieces; as I cut 
Payne.” Another brive confessed that 
he killed Fremont. The general order- 
ed the murderers and Poundmaker, 
Iireak-throug-the-ice, Yellow Mud and 
Blanket into confinement and sent the 
remainder of the tribe, numbering 240, 
back to the reserve. 


A member of the 15th batt., of Bello- 
ville, writes as follows to a friend in 
that city :— 


Dear Jack,—I suppose you will have 
heard about our battle at Batoche before 
this reaches you. » It lasted 4 days,com- 
mencing May 9th, anid we finished it by 
charging the rifle pits. The first three 
days we would line around the top of 
the ravine in skirmishing order and lie 
there there and fire all day, when wo 
see the smokb come fron the rifle pits, 
and at night retire back to our rifle pits 
around the corral, where we would put 
in the night waiting for the enemy and 
eating enough to last for the next day. 
We got so sleepy towards the last that 
I have seen mon asleep on the edge of 
the ravine when the bullets would be 
the ground 6 iaches on each side of them. 
In tho retirement of the evening was 
the time when we would loose the inost 
men, as the enemy would follows us up 
and take shelter behind the church on 
top of the ravine and have a clear sweep 
at us ringht up to the camp, a distance 
of a quarter of a mile. The boys were 
dodging their heads the first day, as wo 
we were kept as a reserve on the open 
plain and bullets wore falling all around 
us. They came from all sides of us, as 
they had pits on a side hill at long range. 
Adjuntant Ponton had a cigar knocked 
out of his mouth, Col. Williams a lock 
of hair shaved off, aul Capt. Lazier a 
bullet across his mouth that made his 
lip bleed. In the evening we covered 
the retirement of the forces. That was 
the first firing we had the first day, and 
after that the hoys went along as if they 
were hayinya big time. 

In the charge on Tuesday we led the 
charge, an were the first to do up the 
Town and let out the prisoners that Riel 
had.

Viewed in a 
military light,it at once discloses the fact 
that in fifty days the Canadian Minister 
of Militia called into the field 4,000 
organized volunteer troups with 400 
horses, furnished them with transporta- 
tion to the seat of war, 2,000 miles 
distant, pushed forward three columns 
widely separated to points hundreds of 
miles from the railroad, kept the troops 
supplied, and covered an immense front- 
ier, so that from the time the troops 
began to arrive the rebels were able to 
strike only scattered families. The only 
disaster possessing any special military 
significance that has befallen the troops 
was the capture of a train of about thirty 
waggone by Poundinaker’s Indians. So 
far as the actual fighting was considered 
there was not much of it, and the history 
of our own Indian wars against Modocs 
and Chief Joseph, for instance, indicates 
how hard it is to drive Indians out of 
their fastnesses without suffering heavy 
loss of men. 

But tho most important thing in 
connection with the whole affair is 
that the capaign has been made under 
the direction of a Minister of Militia 
and practically without the nid of any 
regular army organization. When it is 
remembered that tho movement was 
begun promptly in an inclement season: 
when the great distances traversed and 
the short-time wasted,- both in equip- 
ment and marchi are considered ; 
when due weight ie given to the fact 
tha} since 1870 there has not been a call 
to arms in Canada, or any border of

River, and seized Hanol. The country 
was.at this time overran by maranding 
bands called “ Black flags” who were 
called on by the Annam ohief to aid in re- 
alating the French. 

But in epite ofthe Black the 
French retained their-hold on 
The Annamese were now aroused to des- 

te defence. They refased to allow 
rench troops to land on their coast, and 
proceeded to the aid of their comrades at 
Hanol, whereupon Franc. began war ona 
seale.~-s, Fence i 
ee and war vessels were sent out, 
and Admiral Courbet captured Hue, the 
capital and chief port of Annam, in the 
summer of 1883. Victory. after. 
attended the French advance, The two 
strongholds of Sontag and Bac Ninh, in 
the delta of the Red River, were captur- 
ed, and the French had now approach d 
the frontier which divides China proper 
from Annam. 

The Chinese Empire has always claim- 
edto be the feudal superior of Annam, 
and looked witb jealousy upon the French: 
occupation of that country. But the Chi- 
nese did nob interfere in the le un- 
til the Frenchattacked Bao Ninh. 
a Ohinese force. joined the Black Flags 
in defence of the place ; and so an infcr- 
a war came about between France and 

na. 

The French followed the Chinese troops 
as they retreated to Lang Son, which is a 
ah miles north-east of Bac Ninh, 
and nearer the Chinese trontier 

But now a treaty «f peace. which was 
soon to come to naught, was covoluded 
between France and China. Szarcely 
had it been ratified, when a misunder- 
atending as tp its terms arose.

It 
is dated from Fish Creek, the day after 
General Middleton’s fight there, and 
states that Riel had killed 300 police. 
It then orders Pound-Maker, if Battle- 
ford has not already been captured, to 
capture it at once, and kill all the white 
people there. 
to say that when that has been done, 


Riol will attack and destroy the volua- ’ 


teers and join Pound-Maker at Battle- 
ford. The letter is signed by Riel him- 
self. 


Quepmw, June 15.— M1 Charles
